Says He Tried “Rush Act.” 


She said she and her husband 
saw Viola’s advertising last Au- 
gust and went to his office to 
discuss investments. 

Viola suggested a $10,000 in- 
vestment immediately and 
“tried to give us the rush act,” 
she recalled. “He said if we did 
not give him the $10,000 the 
next day he would not be able 
to make the deal. 

“About two weeks later he 
called and said he had a good 
deed on a four-family apart- 
ment in Clayton. My husband 
and I looked at the property 
and thought it would be a good 
investment.” 

Next day the Boveris gave 
Viola a check for $6200 and 
obtained a receipt which prom- 
ised delivery to the Boveris of 
a first deed of trust on the 
Clayton property, Mrs. Boveri 
related. 

“Viola told us the deal would 
be recorded Sept. 16 and that 
we would receive the papers 
shortly after that,” she said. 
“About five weeks passed and 
no papers. I called Viola. He 
said: ‘Mrs. Boveri, sometimes 
papers are late. Don’t worry. 
As soon as they get here I'll 
mail them to you.’” 

After another period of wait- 
ing Mrs. Boveri said she called 
Viola Dec. 16 and was told by 
a secretary that he was home 
sick and that the papers were 
locked up. 

By this time Mrs. Boveri had 
become suspicious, and did 
some checking on her invest- 
ment,

City Plays in Streets. 

The Mardi Gras season, on 
the other hand, is the public 
part of the festival. It will get 
under way on Feb. 5 and will 
be marked by a series of street 
parades held during the day 
and evening. The major activ- 
ity comes during the final five 
days, but the big day is the 
last one with masking through- 
out all parts of the city from 
sun-up to sun-down,. It is a 
day when a whole city, and 
thousands of visitors who catch 
the spirit, play in the streets 
Individual maskers and group 
of maskers make merry on foot 
or in vehicles of many types 
Neighborhood street marching 
Organizations parade to. the 
music of the lively Dixieland 
bands’ for which the city Is 
noted, Open house and street 


dancing are found everywhere 

It costs about $3,000,000 to 
stage this annual festival of 
fun. And that money comes en- 


tirely out of local pockets 


|! Through annual dues and spe- 


cial assessments the members 
of the various Carnival organi- 
zations, essentially business and 
professional men and women, 
pay all of the bills for the balls 
and parades. No tickets are 
sold; no advertising is permit- 
ted; no commercialism is tol- 
erated. That's why Mardi Gras 
has been termed “the greatest 
free show on earth.” 
Comus Parade. 

Because the original inhab- 
itants of New Orleans were a 
Latin people Mardi Gras, in a 
fashion, became customary soon 
after the city was: founded by 
the French in 1718. Such cele- 
brations took the form of balls 


and masquerade dances with a 
certain amount of spontaneous 
street masking. By 1857, these 
street pageants began to as- 
sume their present-day shape 
for it was in that vear that the 


Mistick Krewe of Comus Sstart- 
led the citizenship with a torch- 
light scenic procession. The 
Comus parade on the final 
night of the season continues 
to be a feature of the Mardi 
Gras. 

Since the Mardi Gras is fixed 


by the calendar it is possible 
to give the dates far in ad- 
vance. The final day—Shrove 


Tuesday—always precedes Ash 
Wednesdav. So this means the 
final dav im 1957 will be March 
5: in 1970, Feb. 10; and in 2000,

The buildup has been entirely logistic. 
The fields are being prepared so that air- 
craft can be flown in at any time and 
start operations. There are no aircraft 
stationed on the coastal fields, although 
MIG-15 fighters have used the facilities. 

There has been a continual increase in 
the amount of artillery emplaced on the 
mainland opposite Quemoy and the Mat- 
sus. National intelligence reports that 
there are 700 artillery emplacements op- 
posite Quemoy and more than 300 guns 
are in place. 

Estimates of Red Chinese airpower vary 
between 1400 and 2000 aircraft. These 
include MIG-15 fighters and a few MIG- 
17 supersonic fighters. There are also 
some 200 ILH28 jet light bombers and 
a number of piston fighters and light 
bombers. The Nationalists report that 800 
of these aircraft are within striking dis- 
tance of Formosa. 

It is not believed that there has been 
any noteworthy increase in ground forces 
in the area, although there are periodic 
reports of new armies moving in. It is 
estimated that there are about 125,000 
Red troops within 100 miles of Quemoy 
and an equal number of militia. 


Along with the increase in arti!lers 
there has been a very great increase and 
improvement in anti-aircraft artillery. The 


Reds report that in December one Nation- 
alist F-86 fighter and three F-84 fighter 
bombers were shot down by anti-aircratit 
fire. It has become exceedingly dangerous 
for Nationalist aircraft to intrude over 
Red anti-aircraft defenses at altitudes of 
less than 18,000 feet. 

At the same time the mainland Chi- 
nese are building rail lines to the ports 
of Foochow, near the Matsus, and to 
Amoy, near in the same harbor with 
Quemoy. Henry R, Lieberman, New York 
Times correspondent in the Far East, 
reports that the line to Amoy is being 
rushed by eight divisions of railway con- 
struction troops of 12,000 men each and 
tens of thousands of civilian laborers. It

The United States does not want 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to pro- 
voke a war, and tries to limit his military 
operations to the blockade of shipment of 
military supplies up and down the coast 
and the defense of the offshore islands 
and Formosa. 

Chiang, in contrast, wants to do just 
that. On May 27 he reminded his troops 
in a message that their “paramount re- 
sponsibility” was to retake the mainland. 


On Oct. 9, Chinese National day, he de- 
clared: “As to our counterattack on the 
mainland, it is a national revolutionary 


war of our own. We neither expect our 
ally to participate in it nor ask him to 
assist us against his own interests.” 

He predicted on Dec. 31 that a 
“mighty revolution” would break out 
across the breadth of the Communist- 
held Chinese mainland within the next 
five years and hinted that his counter- 
attack would be timed with the internal 
revolt of Red China. 

This is pure opera bouffe, for Chiang 
knows that he cannot attack the mainland 
without massive help, and that the Reds, 
unfortunately, are solidly in control of 
mainland China, Such claims and state- 
ments are necessary to convince the more 
ignorant of his followers that there still 
is hope to return to the mainland under 
his leadership. Without this belief their 
susceptibility to subversion might become 
uncontrollable.

THE DANGER that his forces may be 
subverted constantly increases. His elder 
son, Lt. Chiang Ching-kuo, has been his 
agent in organizing an effective secret po- 
lice to root out the disaffected. He has 
placed political commissars, Russian-style, 
throughout the armed forces and has veto 
power over military promotions and 
assignments. Many Americans are more 
fearful of Chiang Ching-kuo going over

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The Conquest of Ellis Island 
The Coast Guard cutter Tuckahoe has landed 
an expeditionary force of New Jersey officials 
who claim Ellis Island for their sovereign state 
apparently on the theory that possession is nine 
points of the law. New York state. however. ma‘ 
question whether this theory holds water, o1 
even islands, legally. History should throw some 
light on the issue 

Ellis Island, like most of the New York ba‘ 
region, was settled by the Dutch. Later it be- 

ized to a Samuel! Ellis for whom it was named 
in 1808 New York sold the island to the Federal 
Government, which used it for an arsenal until 
1892. Then the island became the threshold for, 
as it turned out, some 16,000,000 immigrants 

\ vear ago the Immigration Service closed the 
famous immigrant station and moved operations 
to New York City. The Government then de- 
clared Ellis Island “surplus property.” New Jer- 
sey now claims the surplus. 

Ellis Island is indeed closer to the Jersey 
than to the New York shore, but so is Staten 
Island, N.Y. How did New York first get posses- 
sion of these places? The answer lies in an edict 
by a Duke of York. In 1668 the duke, as royal 
proprietor of New York, decided that all islands 
in or near New York Bay which could be circum- 
navigated in 24 hours should be in New. York. 

Capt. Christopher Billopp did a good deal of 
circumnavigating for the duke in the time al- 
lowed, and was awarded the south end of Staten 
Island for sailing around it. Naturally Ellis Is- 
land was within easy reach of New York cir- 
cummMavigators even in the seventeenth century. 
New Jerseys quarrel is not so much with 
New York in this instance as with one James, 
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Duke of York and Albany and lord proprietor of 

Ellis Island and points east. Unfortunately, he 

cannot be reached even by the Coast Guard.

Senator Hennings on Guard 

One thing the testimony before the Eastland 
subcommittee makes crystal-clear is that every 
instance of pre-World War II Communist party 
atliliation must in all tairness be judged on its 
own set of facts and in its own context. There 
is no one ruler that measures them all. 

fhe Communist party meinber who operated 
disiovally ina cell in Government, in a factory 
or on a newspaper with the intent of infiltrat- 
Ing and establishing a Communist dictatorship in 
the United States was a betrayer of the United 
States. He deserves not only exposure but 
condemnation and severe punishment if he 
violated our conspiracy statutes. 

Hhowever the deliberate infiltrator is a differ- 
ent person from the misguided short-time mem- 
ber, as, for example, Dr. Benjamin A. Fine, 
education editor of The New York Times. . Dr. 
Fine was a member for only a few months 2 
years ago when a college student. His case and 
his conduct are different from that of say the 
subversive espionage courier. 

This difference is the sound concern of Sen- 
ator Hennings of Missouri, a member of the 
Eastland subcommittee. Senator Hennings has 
been on guard to hold down the damage to rep- 
utations of citizens who were Communist af- 
filiates only briefly, were quick to get out when 
they saw what they were involved in, and since 
have led useful, patriotic, exemplary lives, 

It is a sorry irony that Senator Hennings, 
who is chairman of a subcommittee to look into 
the erosion of the civil rights of Americans, 
should find himself sitting on another subcom- 
mittee which is certainly less than scrupulous 
in observing constitutional liberties 

If the Eastland subcommittee can finish up 
any time soon with its inquiries as to what was 
going on 20 years ago, perhaps it can get to 
more recent and at least equally pertinent mat- 
ters.

Gov. Stratton has announced his candidacy 
for a second term as Governor of Illinois. In a 
peech at his home town, Morris, the 41-year-old 
Republican listed his accomplishments. He in 
cluded highway construction, improvement of 
mental and penal institutions, increase in state 
aid for public schools and the enactment of toll 
road legislation and establishment of the State 
loll Road Commission 

No one will want to take any credit from 
Gov. Stratton that is his due Yet surely it is 
a mistake for him to cite the toll road legisla- 
tion and procedure as an adornment to his rec- 
ord There are many dubious aspects of the 
I}linois toll road program and procedure.

From McMurdo Sound down in the frigid 
Antarctic’s little-known Ross Sea comes a lively 
bit of information such as never sparked the 
pages of at least one rather complacent geogra- 
phy textbook of four decades ago. The U.SS. 
Glacier, participating in the Navy's Operation 
Deeptreeze, sought to pass between Ross and 
Beaufort islands but found the 11-mile wide 
passage occupied by a slowly drifting iceberg— 
one at least 10 miles square, 150 feet high and 
probably extending 900 feet under water. 

So the Glacier changed course to reach camp 
and ran around Beaufort as the crew enjoyed 
the beauty of a mighty berg framed on the 
nearby mainland by a 13,000-foot active volcano 
and the extinct crater of a 5600-foot one. 

Someone commented that here was a mass of 
ice more than three times the area of Manhat- 
tan’s 31.2 square miles.

Archbishop O'Boyle, in a sermon in 
St. Matthew's Cathedral, put his tinge! 
on one of the great reasons why Con 
munist influence has been gaining at 
the expense of the West in general and 
of the United States in particular 1n 
so many parts of the world. 

It is, said the Archbishop, in ettfect, 
because we have chosen to ignore the 
philosophical and ideological phases of 
the struggle, and to emphasize purely 
material advantages. Accordingly we 
have created “a 
powerful Army, 
Navy and Air 
Force We have 
ringed the world 
with alliances, 
formed for the sole 
purpose ot con- 
taining the Com- 
munist orbit. We 
spend millions for 
propaganda. 

“At the same 
time we are 
Strangely quiet 
about the purpose 
of all these activi : 
ties. We engage in 
a form of pretense, as if It were not 
proper to mention the subject of Com- 
munism in polite circles All this) 
plays directly into the hands of the 
enemy. .... 

One example, according to the Arch- 
bishop, is the prevalent American dis- 
paragement or contempt of the “intel- 
lectuals,” which has led us to under- 
estimate grievously the influence of 
such persons on the evolution of events. 
Thus in the matter of propaganda we 
have permitted the Communists to ex- 
ploit, however cynically or hypercriti- 
cally, the power of mere “ideals.” 

This, said the Archbishop, has had 
the effect of alienating persons of ‘‘sen- 
sitive natures” and altruistic purposes, 
especially in those areas of the world 


which have ,been “newly freed trom 
colonial status.” It is in precisely these 
areas that “the power of Communism 1s 
growing with dangerous speed 

Archbishop O'’Boyle’s statements are 
interestingly reminiscent of the criti 
cisms of Western policy and propagan 
da, expressed by Dr. Charles Malik, the 
Lebanese Ambassador, in an address 
more than six years ago betore the 
United Nations Assemb|) To a supe! 
ficial observer, said D Malik, “there 
is little to choose between the soulless 
materialism of the West and the mili 
tant materialism of the (Communist) 
Fast 

“Not the better and the truer. but 
the larger and physically stronger call 
forth moral approbation (Yet) the 
tragedy of the world today is that the 
traditions which embody the deepest 
truth are not bothering to articulate 
themselves 

“If your only export is a distant 
reputation for wealth and prosperity 
and order, you cannot lead Nor can 
vou really lead if you send forth to 
others only technical advice and expert 
assistance To be able to lead and to 
save yourself and others, vou must 
above everything address their mind 
and soul 

The West, according to Dr. Malik 
has persistently neglected its principal 
weapon in ideological struggle against 
Communism This weapon is nothing 
more nor less than its own tree inte! 
lectual and religious traditions 

We recall Dr. Malik’s words for the 
Sake of pointing up the Archbishop's 
warning against the danger of the pres- 
ent mood of anti-intellectualism in these 
United States, his insistence that prose- 
cution of the conflict lies outside as 
well as within the range of government, 
and his assertion that what is most 
needed is “to tell the whole truth 
about Communism” in contrast with 
“the whole truth about the free world.” 


Fifth Amendment and the Press

NEW YORK. 
On the eve of the new congressional 
inquiry into Communist infiltration into 
the American press, the American Civil 
Liberties Union warned newspaper pub- 
lishers not to discharge emploves solely 
for invoking the Fifth Amendment. 


On the day that Melvin L. Barnet 
invoked the Fifth Amendment to avoid 
testifving as to whether he had been a 
member of the Communist party, he 
was informed by Arthur Hays Sulzber- 
ger, president and publisher of The 
New York Times that his conduct, cul- 
minating in his refusal to testify, had 
“caused The Times to lose confidence 
in you aS a member of its news staff.” 

The A.C.L.U. statement declared in 
part: “Newspaper men deserve no spe- 
cial exemption from questioning about 
illegal acts, but the whole purpose 
of the First Amendment, which guar- 
antees a free press, is lost when a gov- 
ernment body interferes with the oper- 
ation of the press. 


“The responsibility for not infring- 
ing on constitutional freedoms does not 
end with the subcommittee. An equal 
responsibility rests on the newspapers 
themselves and the employers of the 
persons who will testify at the hear- 
ings... 

“The American Civil Liberties Union 
believes that invoking the Fifth Amend- 
ment, a constitutional right, is not in 
and of itself grounds for summary dis- 
missal. An individual may have sound 
reasons for invoking this right, and its 
use cannot be considered as proof of 
commission of any crime. 

“We realize that a newspaper man's 
invoking the Fifth Amendment in a con- 
gressional inquiry concerning Commu- 
nism might prove embarrassing to the 


newspaper because of public hostility 
to Communism However, because 
newspapers are in the unique position 
of enjoying the great freedom of the 
press, safeguarded by the First Amend- 
ment in the Bill of Rights, they specia! 
lv should recognize their responsibilits 
for maintaining public respect for all 
the freedoms protected in this charte: 
of liberty. 

“If newspaper men are dismissed b 
their papers solely for the invoking of 
a constitutional right, then newspapers 
have chipped away at the very struc 
ture of freedom which insures their 
existence.”

FE don't know whether it 
is jus« sheer coincidence, 
or what. which accounts 


for these two b ks coming 
off the press ac. the same 
time. For note the extraor- 
dinary similarities between 
them. They are both English. 
They are both written under 
a pseudonym. They both deal 
with the problems, perplex- 
ities and tribulations of very 
younk men upon receiving 
their diplomas and launch- 
ing forth upon careers in 
their respective learned pro- 
fessions. They are both a mix- 
ture of tact and fiction. They 
are both written in a humor- 
ous vein. Each is its author's 
third book—though the first 
that this reviewer has come 
across, 


The only thing we can be 
fairly sure of is’that they are 
not written by the same per- 
son! For each book is ob- 
viously an “inside job.” That 
is to say, only a _ physician 
could have written the one, 
and only a barrister-at-law 
could have written the other. 

If you happen to have seen 
the film ‘Doctor in the 
House” you need no more 
than to be told that “Doctor 
at Large” is by the same au- 
thor and in the same genre 
to know that if you read it 
vou are in for a good, hi- 
larious time. As: the story 
opens our hero Richard Gor- 
don finds himself able at last 
to put the magic letters M.D. 
after his name. He is at least 
otfieially qualified, if in no 
other way, to practice the an- 


cient art of healing, 


I shall not attempt any pro- 
found clinical examination of 
the said Dr, Gordon's qualifi- 
cations tor said: practice, The 
less said on that subject, per- 
haps, the better for the good 
reputation of the BMA. No 
doubt some dav the critics 
will decide that he is an ex- 
troverted and sublimated Mor- 
ton Thompson with a highly 
developed and unusually in- 
verted sense of humor. Any- 
way, the story of his debut

The Roads of the Incas 


HIGHWAY OF THE SUN, by Vie- 
tor W. von Hagen.

ICTOR W. VON HAGEN 
V:: an intrepid explorer 

whose quest for the un- 
usual and the different has 
taken him to most of our 
neigabor lands south of the 
border. His travels have been 
told in more than a dozen 
first-rate books on South 
American topics. Now he has 
come up with what is perhaps 
the most unusual experience, 
and certainly the most re- 
warding, of his adventure- 
filled life. 

In 1953, Mr. Von Hagen set 
out to survey the ancient 
Inca. road network, running 
1200 miles along Peru's west 
coast. Financed in part by 
the American Geographical 
Society, he gathered supplies 
and several associates, includ- 
ing his attractive Brazilian- 
German, American - educated 
wife, for a tv s-year assault on 
the little-known, little -ex- 
plored: Inca highway system. 
His goal was to retrace, as 
nearly as possible, the route 
of the road system. He suc- 
ceedc 1 remarkably well, 

The expedition § traversed 
the entire complex of the net- 
work, startivg in the south of 
Peru on the shores of fabled 
Lake Titicaca, and traveling 
by truck, jeep, muleback and 
on foot, to the border of Ecua- 
dor in the north. The group 
made frequent stops along the 
way to more fully study 
archeological finds which 
came as by-products of their 
survey of the road network, 
which Alexander von Hum- 
boldt, the nineteenth century 
German visitor, termed “the 
most useful and stupendous 
works ever executed by man.” 

The Inca roads, always 24 
feet wide, ran straight. Where 
the builder 
will moun- 
tains, the Incas built their 
directly over 16,000- 
foot mountain ranges: and the 
stone steps they laid are still

“Brotners in 
Law,” Roger Thursby, is 
quite one of the youngest 
young men to be called to the 
Bar—as the saving is in Eng- 
land. He is only twenty-one. 
No wonder he has a lot to 
learn when he appears as 
counsel to plead his first case! 
No wonder that on his first 
day in court, when suddenly 
left on his own, all he: could 
think of to say was “Your 
Honor,’ which he varied a 
little by saying, “Yes, Your 
Honor!” 


That was a bad day for him, 
but there were others that 
followed that were almost as 
bad. As an exposition of the 
pitfalls that can lie in wait 
for a young man in a court- 
room—at least in an English 
courtroom—this book is cer- 
tainly worth the price of ad- 
mission, 

For here the pseudonymous 
Henry Cecil performs bril- 
liantly. His courtroom scenes 
are vivid, the dialogue lively, 
and the amount of informa- 
tion one acquires about the 
workings of English justice 
is quite amazing. For that 
reason alone this is recom- 
mended reading for any and 
all American lawyers, and 
other interested parties.

Relay stations were built at 
two-mile intervals, and the 
Incas had a waiting supply of 
fresh runners at each station. 
And even more impressive 
is Mr. Von Hagen’s verifica- 
tion of the old legend con- 
cerning the speed with which 
Inca runners ran the length 
of the highway. These run- 
ners, Mr. Von Hagen confirms, 
could do the 1200 miles in five 
days, for the Inca ran the 
mile in about six and a half 
minutes. Inca emperors must 
have basked in unsurpassed 
luxury, with communications 
so efficient that fresh fish 
could reach them—500 miles 
from the sea—in two days! 


* +. * 

HE Von Hagen expedition 
T siscoverea that the 1200- 

mile road was in reality 
two roads, one along the 
mountain crests and another 
at sea level. Both were traced 
and crucial links between the 
two were located. Before the 
journey was over, the Von 
Hagens had learned for sure 
that the network extended far 
down into Chile as well, run- 
ning another 1200 miles or 
more. 

The results of the expedi- 
tion are now recorded in Mr. 
Von Hagen’'s “Highway of the 
Sun.” a handsome volume 
written with color and au- 
thority, and rounded out with 
excellent photographs. 

The book is filled with 
fascinating stories, not merely 
of the incredible road system 
of the Incas, but also of the 
teeming life these roads sig- 
nified. Mr. Von Hagen re- 
lates the story of the Inca 
civilization in Peru. He has 
a feel for the history of both 
pre-conquest and _  post-con- 
quest Peru. Because he is an 
able writer, the spell of ad- 
venture and the excitement of 
discovery are skillfully woven 
into his story. 

Mr. Von Hagen’s book will 
serve «3 a pleasant introduc- 
tion to mysteries which echo 
throughout Peru and the rest 
of Inca territory. It’s easy 
reading and the armchair 
traveler will find plenty of 
fascination here.

“The Guild is broken,” said 
Helfand, militant chairman of 
the State Athletic Commission. 


“This minute. Right now. The 
news is wonderful.” 


Weill announced in Los An- 
geles that he was pulling out | 
of the New York Guild, an 
affiliate of the International 
Boxing Guild, which threatened 
to defy a commission directive 
ending in effect the Guild's 
usefulness after Jan. 16 

“Today I sent my resignation | 
to the New York Maragers 
Guild,” Weill said. “I am going 
along with Julius Helfand and 
the New York State Boxing 
Commission. 

“I wanted to do it. I have no 
other comment The action 
speaks for itself.” 

Minutes after Weills an- 
nouncement, Chick Wergeles, 
an associate, said he, too, hed 
cent his resignation into the 
managers group 

Then other managers, walt- 
ing for a big break, made simi- 
Jor moves. Hymie Wa!!man, 
Bobby ‘Gleason and _ Eddie 
Walker announced that they 
would fulfill any requirements 
demanded by Helfand.

HE new year is here with a succession of days which, 
though often cold, are sunny and clear. Sunsets and 
sunrises have been magnificent, a condition caused by 
dust in the air from the long drouth.

The story with all its details, 
the tearful denials, the “recon- 
ciliation” made a far bigger 
impact, one gets the impression, 
than Papa Dionne had any 
idea it would.

It began a couple of days

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Man's Greatest Adventure | 65..: 


Firing of Satellite Into Sky, Probably Next Year, Will Mark His First Real Probing of Space 


(Editor's note: When the 
first man-made satellite is 
fired into space, probably 
next year, it will mark the 
beginning of man’s greatest 
adventure—the leap into space. 
Here is the story of what 
such baby moons may accom- 
plish; with a word about when 
to start shopping for your 
space suit.)

For space is your new 
frontier. From space could come 
perhaps. the most fantastic dis- 
coveries and rewards of any 
human exploration 
First there will be baby man- 


made moons, whirling high 
around the earth. Something 
human hands made .. , seeing 


and feeling the mysteries of 
the coid black ocean of space 
where no human has ever been 

.. and calling back, by radio, 
lo report its discoveries. 

You will see these moons. 
bright pinpoints flashing 
through the skies. You could 
call them your own, for they 
will be paid for by tax dol- 
lars 

Just seeing them can bring 
the thrill of being part of man’s 
first real probing of space. His 
first step toward shedding the 
shackles that bind him to earth 

. toward trips someday per- 
haps to the moon and elsewhere 

new knowledge of earth. 
sun and universe that could im- 
prove life on earth, stimulate 
human imagination and curios- 
ity even more. 

How and when will the earth 
satellites come, what will they 
be like, what will they learn? 
Is there a time-table for them. 
or for trips by the first human 
astronauts into space? 

Here are some answers, from 
Dr. Homer E. Newell Jr.. Dr. 
Joseph Kaplan and Hugh Odi- 
shaw, members of the technical 
panel for the earth satellite 
program:

path 

A 40-foot-long Viking type 
rocket, pointed up at a slight 
angle, will give the baby moon 
its first thrust, carrving it 100 
miles or higher. When spent, 
this rocket will fall away. para- 
chuting to earth A 20-foot 
\erobee type rocket will take 
over, shooting the satellite still 
higher at 


an even sharper 
angle, to heights of 200 miles 
or more. 
_ — - 
S THIS second rocket is 
A automatically detached a 
third rocket, carrying the 
baby moon in its nose, will fire 
off. It will kick the satellite 
sidewise into an orbit around 
the earth 
This third-stage rocket can 
remain attached to the little 
moon, or be pushed away by 


a spring mechanism when it 
has pent its fuel 

This last rocket must fling 
the satellite away at a speed 
of about five miles per second, 
or 18,000 m.p.h 

For speed is the secret of 
why the satellite will stay up 

With just the right speed, the 
baby moon can counteract the 
pull of gravity to stay in an 
orbit or pathway around the 
earth—just as the real moon 
does. It will circle just like a 
rubber ball attached to a 
string, swung around your head 
The string keeps the ball from 
flying away. Gravity will keep 
the baby moon from wandering 
out into space. 

With higher speed than five 
miles per second, the baby moon 
could go wandering. With less 
speed, it would be quickly 
drawn back to earth 

Through careful calculations 
each satellite can be set to cir- 
cle at different heights and dif- 
ferent orbits, for different kinds 


of scientific explorations and 
sensings of space. 
Some probably will be set 


swinging at a 200 mile height, 
others perhaps higher. 

At 200 miles, in a circular 
orbit. the little moon would 
make a complete journey 
around our globe every 90 min- 
utes. It would stay up for two 
weeks, perhaps a month, before 
the drag from the incredibly 
thin upper atmosphere brought 
it wheeling down in flaming 
death into our lower, denser 
air. It would finally burn up 
like a brilliant shooting star, 
leaving. probably, only a hand- 
ful of dust that will fall harm- 
lessly to earth. 

If started off at 300 mile 
height, the satellite might swing 
round us for a year, or perhaps 
forever. There would be little 
or no air friction to rob it of 
energy and pull it back to earth. 

Some paths may be circular, 
always at the same height. More 
likely are elliptical orbits, with 
the satellite coming on one 
swing within 200 miles of earth 
and racing 800 miles into space 
at its outer turn. 

When nearest the earth, it 
will travel faster, pulled by 
gravity into a tighter turn 
around the earth. Farther out, 
it will travel slower, with a 
weaker pull of gravity counter- 
balancing its speed to make it 
complete the outer turn of its 
race track course. 

The satellites could be 
launched to follow the equator 
around the earth, or go over

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As Crosby Sees It 


Not Enough of Spock 
In Dr. Spock Program 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7. 


CAN’T REMEMBER any previous time when we were lectured 
so extensively about the care and feeding and psychology of 
our children. NBC-TV is now offering that world authority 
on children, Dr. Benjamin Spock (KETC, 8:30 p.m. Wednesday). 


At the same time CBS-TV offers “Talkaround,” 


which is simply 


a lot of parents and children, under the supervision of Katherine 
Copeland, talking out the problems of discipline and emotional 
well-being in that tumultous unit, the family. 

Then the other day “Omn1i- 


bus” did a sort of playlet called 
“Jack Be Normal” by Arnold 
Sundgaard, which was in es- 
sence an attempt to teach us 
all how to recognize a normal 
child. This was a dramatization 
of an eight-year study by 
SheJdon and Eleanor Glueck on 
the habits and inner natures 
of 1000 boys. Five hundred 
were delinquent, 500 were not, 
and the idea was to show not 
only the one from the other but 
how they got that way. 


o * . 

WHAT THEY CAME up with 
was a bunch of cliches which, 
I hasten to add, were effective 
cliches because, as Sundgaard 
points out, cliches are in many 
cases very durable truths. Some 
of the cliches: A boy's best 
friend is his mother; The child 
is father to man; Be it ever so 
humble there is no place like 
home; Train up the child in the 
way he should go and when he 
is old he will not depart from 
it. All these sayings, be- 
whiskered though they be, hap- 
pen to be terribly true and 
terribly pertinent to a child's 
upbringing, Sundgaard points 
out. 

He also says that bad be- 
havior is not necessarily delin- 
quent behavior and that dis- 
cipline, far from being re- 
sented, is actually demanded 
and appreciated by a normal 
child. You may know all these 
things but they can stand re- 
stating. And so can Sundgaard's 
closing words: “The ideal of 
love, the force of that love. is 
Started here (in the home). If 
somehow the world can be 
made to seem attractive in 
home itself — if other people 
there can be made to have 
meaning—then we don't worry. 
The indifference to one’s family 
can become for the child in- 
difference to all men. Or the 
love found in one’s family can 
easily become the love of all 
humankind.” 


7 . . 

IN SHORT, the “Omibus” 
playlet, which got a little too 
arty for my taste from time to 
time, was in large measure 
simple reassurance to parents 
and a restatement of some old 
values that had beeome be- 
clouded by psychiatry and pro- 
gressive education. Reassurance. 
it seems to me, is the key to 
all these programs. Dr. Spock, 
for instance, has been in the 
reassurance business for years 
You just turn to the right page 
of his book and you'll discover 
that your child is behaving just 
like every other child. My ob- 
jection to the Spock program 
is that there is too much talk 
from the parents who tell their 
problems to him and not enough 
Spock. Parents turn to Spock 
for expert guidance and. on his 
TV program, he seems a little 
reluctant to give it.

But for all its ungainliness, the Third Avenue E] became a fond landmark. 
In paintings and poems, stories and movies, artists and writers described, 
thapsodized and memorialized the structure. Photographers could not resist 
it. Tourists rode it for the experience. 

When the unsentimental Transit Authority decided that the antiquated 
line must go, save -the-E] groups were formed. They pleaded in vain. On 
Friday, May 13, 1955, a six-car train, loaded with some 850 riders, made the 
final run. Denizens of Third Avenue bars drank au revoir toasts as the cars 
rumbled by, and housewives waved handkerchiefs and brooms. 

Then, in August, the wreckers moved in. First, the copper electric power 
cables were torn off, rails and ties were pried loose and removed, stations 
were stripped clean. Only the iron framework remained, gaunt and naked. 

Even in its final stages of demolition, the El is picturesque and dramatic. 
As sections are removed, the remaining sections form jagged, zigzagging 
geometrical patterns. Stairways lead to nowhere. Pillars stand headless in 
single file. Oxyacetylene torches, like magic wands, cut through the steel 
as if it were butter, cascading sprays of sparks to the ground. 

When the El is finally all down, the avenue will be widened by 10 feet, 
and smoothly paved. Oriental plane trees will be planted every 40 feet. 
The promise is that it will be a beautiful, modern thoroughfare, open to the 
sky. But the crisscrossed shadows of the old El will be remembered by 
many for a long time.

NEW AND VITAL UNIT of this country’s expanded 
air defense system shares quarters with a bowling 
alley at 9011 Manchester road in Brentwood. It is 

the St. Louis Filter Center, where reports on aircraft fly- 
ing over a 38,000-square- mile area of Missouri, Illinois 
and lowa will be received, evaluated and relayed to the 
Air Force. 

The center eventually is to be staffed by 1200 volun- 
teers. Its ground observer corps will be composed of 
26,000 volunteers manning 500 observation posts. Both 
are part of Operation Skywatch, a joint Air Force - Civil 
Defense program to help guard the nation against sur- 
prise air attack. 

Purpose of Skywatch is to supplement the Air 
Force’s radar detection network, which could break 
down, be sabotaged or jammed. Since 1952, Skywatch 
has been on continuous 24-hour duty in 27 states—along 
the coasts and the northern border—with 49 filter centers 
and 15,000 observer posts in operation. Under the ex- 
panded program, it is designed to blanket every state, 
with the number of centers increased to 72 and observer 
posts to 25,400. More than 1,500,000 men and women 
will be needed to staff them around the clock so no one 
person need serve more than four hours a week. 


Thus far, about 1000 persons—75 per cent of 
them women—have volunteered to staff the St. Louis 
Filter Center, and at least 500 more are needed to fill 
out the staff and provide a cushion for turnover. While 
they are being trained by a 16-man Air Force detach- 
ment, establishment of observation posts and recruiting 
of observers are going forward. Some 140 posts in west- 
central Illinois, formerly connected with the Springfield 
filter center, have been transferred to the St. Louis or- 
ganization, and 40 in southeastern Iowa, now under the 
Des Moines center, soon will be transferred. 

The other 370 posts rflaking up the St. Louis area 
system will be established in the next six months through- 
out eastern Missouri. Each observation post—which 
may be a specially built tower or simply a farmer's back 
yard—has a supervisor and chief observer who recruit 
and train other volunteers and assign duty shifts. 

Communication between observation posts and the 
filter center is by telephone, and such calls are given 
priority. The area covered by the St. Louis center is di- 
vided into four districts, each of which has its own re 
corder, or call receiver, in the center. 


Telephone operators have been instructed to 
channel calls from observers to the proper recorder to 
expedite processing of the information. The recorders 
list on special forms the time, number, type, altitude and 
direction of aircraft sighted and the observation post re- 
porting. The form is passed on to filterers, who in turn 
relay the information by an intercommunication system 
to plotters. 

The plotters transfer the information to a huge plot- 
ting board, an 11-foot-square transparent plastic win- 
dow which contains a map of the area covered and 
which is marked off in 100-square-mile grids. Every 
plane is tracked until] it leaves the center's area, at which 
time the adjacent filter center, whose area the plane is 
entering, is alerted by telephone. 

When two sightings are reported on the same plane, 
the information is given by direct phone to the Turkey 
Hill radar center near Scott Air Force Base, Illinois, or 
to the radar center at Kirksville, Missouri, depending on 
which is closest to the plane in question. If the radar 
stations, which have the flight plans of all planes _ sched- 
uled to pass through the area, cannot identify the plane, 
a scramble is ordered. Jet fighters from Scott or some 
other base intercept the plane which, if friendly, is al- 
lowed to proceed. If not friendly, it would be destroyed. 
Total time between the observer's phone call and the in- 
terception is four to six minutes.

Marauding Locusts Move In On Crop Lands 


Two men crossing a field 
near Melbourne, Australia, 
are almost screened from 
view by clouds of locusts. 
The grasshoppers blanketed 
fields and took to the air in 
vast swarms during a re 
cent invasion of Australian 
farm areas. The plague 
came at the height of the 
continent's hot summer sea- 
son. The migratory locust 
is the species which is peri- 
odically a devastating pest 
in tropical parts of Australia. 
This same species, with its 
wide range, is also found 
in grasslands throughout 
Africa, parts of Eurasia, the 
East Indies and New Zea- 
land. It is the desert locust 
that inhabits dry grasslands 
and deserts from Africa to 
the Punjab, the smaller Ital- 
ian and Moroccan locusts 
that do much damage in 
the Mediterranean areca.

MY FATHER'S 
THREE WORDS

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Three words of my father’s that changed my life I can never 
forget. On a street car he spoke them, between two clangs 
of the motorman’s bell, three words to help and hearten a 
teen-age boy. They help and hearten him still, that boy 
grown old and Archbishop of Boston. 

Long ago this happened on a late winter night in 1912, 
when my Dad was a blacksmith in the South Boston carbarn; 
and myself at 16, confused and unhappy, a probationary 
junior at the Jesuit high school, whom only his parents 
thought capable of college, and they but prayerfully and in 
spite of the letter I had brought home that day from the 
Prefect of Studies. 

Dismayed by my midyear exams, the good Jesuit father 
had sent in haste for my Dad. An evening appointment it 
had to be, for the street lights were on when my father left 
for work, and were burning again before he reached home. 
Ten hours he worked, seven days a week; a big man and 
gentle: a good provider, the neighbors said, and Father 
Twomey, our pastor. 

Well I remember that fateful night, with the letter wait- 
ing for Dad to read. Over 40 years I can see our kitchen, 
and the supper waiting while he read the letter, and said 
when he'd done, “Never mind the stew, Mary, we'd best 
get started. Put your rubbers on, Richard, it’s beginning to 
snow.” 

At 8 o'clock we were there, in the rectory of the Jesuit 
church, listening to the Prefect of Studies. The young Father 
spoke gently, explaining my status, questioning the wisdom 
of keeping me in high school. “After all, Mr. Cushing,” he 
said, “God calls His children to many vocations — a com- 
parative few to the life of the intellect, and fewer to the 
dignity of His priesthood.” 


Destined for Janitor? 


Big and straight in bis chair, my father listened, his good 
hat in his lap, firmly held with both hands. Only once and 
quietly he spoke in my defense: “It could be, Father, he's 
been working too hard, week ends and evenings for Father 
Twomey.” And with modest pride added, “Assistant Janitor, 
you might say; a good boy and willing.” 

“No question of that,” said the young Priest, rising, “nor 
must you feel bad about it at all. Saint Joseph was a car- 
penter. God will find work for this Richard of yours.” 

My father thanked him. “Good night, Father,” he said. 

As if it were yesterday, I recall the cold wet dark of the 
car stop, and the rain that was snow in the oncoming lights 
of our southbound car. We rode homeward not talking, 
each with his thoughts, and mine unhappy. At last I said, 
pretending indifference as boys will, “They can have their 
diploma. I'll get a job and help at home.” 

Dad answered me quietly, words I missed in the crowded 
aisle. Then three I didn’t miss, clearly heard between two | 
clangs of the motorman’s bell. “Carry on, Son,” he said. 

And when we got off at City Point, a few words more. My 
immigrant father, inarticulate often, but to me that dark 
night the best of my teachers. Hurrying homeward, “Do the 
best you can,” he told me, “ ‘tis all God asks. He'll do the 
rest.” Commonplace words, but who knows better to help 
and hearten child or man, teenager or bishop? 

“Carry on,” said my father long ago. With God's help ! 
will — we will, His children, you and I. I pass it on to other 
young lads who find the going rather difficult. a

FIFTH GRADE IS FUN 


by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


FARGO, N.D 
HAT ARE YOUR children learning tn school? 
David Monson, a going-on-!1 fifth. 
grader in Roosevelt Elementary School 
here, this year has learned how to build 


an electro-magnet in science, how to dance the mambo 
in music and in an independent venture into nature 
study how to eat worms. This experiment, tried 
recently on the steps of the school, was witnessed by 
Principal Vincent Dodge; he arrived just in time to 
see the test material disappear, leaving David wry 
faced and his audience pop-eyed 

Dodge cites the incident to show that David 
Monson, one of 60 fifth-graders at Roosevelt and one 
of millions across the country, ts a “good, strong aver- 
age, with all that d€SCription Suggests as to juvenile 
curiosily and stage presence. The more prosaic lessons 
in magnetism und mambo show that. he attends an 
average school, neither ultra-progressive nor old 
fogyish. If you have a fifth-grade child, chances are 
he is learning the same lessons in school, even if choos 
ing less exotic independent projects. And if, like many 
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parents, you find your child’s school an unplumbed 
depth (despite PTA meetings and help with homework 
and talks with teachers), David Monson’s story and 
the following stories in this series are directed at you 

In examining three age levels in representative U.S 
schools Roosevelt, a jumior high in San Diego, 
Calit., and a high school in Youngstown, Ohio 
PARADE attempted to find a detailed answer to the ques- 
tion, “What are today’s schools teaching our children?” 
That meant days of unannounced observation in class- 
rooms, talks with teachers, parents, principals and 
educational visionaries, searching conversation with 
the students themselves. In words and photographs 
the answers are spelled out: what America’s schools 
are trying to do, what tools and techniques are helping 
to achieve these aims, and what the children are get- 
ling Out of it 

“Education's methods and approaches have changed 
in the past generation,” says Robert W. Eaves, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Department of Elementary School 
Principals of the National Education Association 
‘We once placed great emphasis on having children 
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music, “Auditorium” (English), geography, “basic 
subjects” (the three Rs, history), physical education.

keep quiet and ‘absorb’ information. We didn't realize 
the value of involving youngsters in a give and take 
of ideas and experiences. Today, we recognize that 
children learn best through participation and first- 
hand experience. We understand the significance of 
direct experience —- of actually seeing a rabbit or a 
farm, say, not just reading about them.” 

Eaves points out, however, that he is speaking of 
the ideal; the acceptance of this approach by schools 
is Slow and uneven. At Roosevelt, some elements have 
been adopted, but others have been ignored. None- 
theless, to David and his elementary-school genera- 
tion, there is a new approach, reflected in a new 
attitude: school, to them, is fun. David especially en- 
joys arithmetic, where Mrs. Grace Weber livens up 
the multiplication tables with games. A favorite of 
David's is “Conductor,” in which the student who 
gives a correct answer moves up a seat, continuing 
until he reaches “the end of the line.” David spends 
five half-hour periods a day in Mrs. Weber's class- 
room, studying six of his “basic subjects” — arithme- 
tic, history, reading, writing, spelling and science 
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trampolin, Fargo fifth-grader David Moason learns tumbling technique in physical education. In his school, gym classes are coeducational.

“We have to go pretty slowly,” Mrs. Weber says, 
and her statement applies not only to all subjects but 
to fifth grades all over the country. “In arithmetic, 
for instance, we've got to get them past the stage of 
counting on their fingers.” The class has progressed 
through long division and three-digit multiplication to 
a smattering of decimals and measurement, but these 
“new lessons” must be salted with frequent drills in 
the basic multiplication tables and even occasional 
flashbacks to addition and subtraction. 

To make review and repetition palatable, the ele- 
mentary teacher like Mrs. Weber is taxed to find new 
and ingenious icings for the same old cake. Riddles are 
a favorite im American history. “My nationality ts 
Spanish and | sailed across the seas in 1492,” a riddler 
piped on one of PARADE’s visits. “Aw, that’s easy,” 
came a cho-us. “Columbus!” (The next riddle, dealing 
with the Spaniard who discovered Florida, was nor 
easy for the fifth-graders. ) 

The staple fifth-grade history, beginning with the 
explorers and leading up to the Civil War, also veers 
off into “projects” (shoe-box scenes of pioneer life) 


and simple skits (such as “The First Thanksgiving” ). 
Mrs. Weber wants her students “to like history, not 
just learn meaningless dates,” but is careful that the 
emphasis is not on fun just for fun’s sake. Spelling, 
for instance, still is taught in the traditional manner 
smacking of frontier spelling bees: choose a word, 
use it in a sentence, spell it. David, who savors the 
competition as much as his ancestors did, chose 
larger during PARADE’s visit. (“I am larger than when 
1 was litthe —- L-A-R-G-E-R.”) He considers himself 
a pretty good speller, but he went on to miss four 
words

Few ‘‘Problem’”’ Readers Here 


A spelling workbook gives added practice in pho- 
netics, definition, letters’ and alphabetical 
order. David's reading~-class..uses a similar “Think- 
and-do” workbook, supplemeating the “New Days 
and Deeds” text with guides. suggestions and self-tests 
in story understanding and vocabulary. Despite the 
hue and cry over reading techniques sweeping most

elementary schools in the U.S., Roosevelt ts largely 
untouched by the hubbub. Mrs. Weber thinks only 
about five of her 30 young charges in David's section 
need extra help. Her students read well, and a shelf 
of reading material, kept at the rear of the classroom 
for students who finish tests ahead of others or are 
caught up on their work, is a busy spot. 

Perhaps the coming and going around the classroom 
bookshelf best underscores the easy informality of 
Roosevelt and similar elementary schools today. Free- 
dom of movement and even an occasional whisper is 
encouraged. But by no means do classes dissolve into 
the student-controlled madhouses sometimes described 
by critics of modern education. Elementary educators 
like Dodge and Mrs. Weber think channeling exuber- 
ance, not corking it, is the procedure to follow. “We 
dont want them to sit still and listen like human 
sponges,” Dodge says 

“Kids at this age need social development,” the 
Roosevelt principal continues. “They must learn to

“I think maybe some- 
times he is overconfident, perhaps too cocky.” 
She is, however, pleased with his grades (a 
“B” average. an “average” in conduct) and 
thinks he is “getting more out of school this 
year than last year.” His father stresses con- 
duct more than scholarship. “You can't force 
that on a kid, you'd make him dislike school,” 
Mr. Monson says. “I'd rather have him be a 
regular kid.” 

It remains for David, in the words of fifth- 
graders everywhere, to put “social develop- 
ment,” “scholarship” and “conduct” in their 
proper spheres. “I suppose I ought to do a 
little harder work in school,” he says. “But 
1 don't want to be like a genius. If I'm too 
smart then the kids won't like me.” *

in Hollywood. From now on,

HOLLYWOOD. 
Doris Day is a classic example of this 
town’s favorite truism: Hollywood can 
make a movie star out of anyone. 

A littl over eight years ago she was 
an unknown, unemployed band singer of 
22. She lived in a house trailer parked 
in the bean fields near the Los Angeles 
airport. Her marriage to saxophonist 
George Weidler had come apart at the 
seams, and she had a 5-year-old son from 
a previous marriage to support. In three 
words, she was bleak, broke and blue. 

Today, says Marty Melcher, her tall, 
good-looking third husband (and man- 
ager), “Dorts has got it ngged up pretty 
good.” She owns her own film-produc- 
tion company, three music-publishing 
concerns, oil and cattle interests in Texas 
and California. She also is ore of the 
most popular and profitable recording- 
movie stars in the business. 

“Doris ts the only dame I know,” adds 
Melcher, “who makes 600,000 bucks a 
year without going more than five miles 
from home.” 

Love Me or Leave Me, in which Doris 
played the role of singer Ruth Etting, 
was one of the most lucrative films of 
1955. This year she has The Man Who 
Knew Too Much (co-star: Jimmy Stew- 
art) coming up at Paramount; she’s do- 
ing The Quality of Mercy for her own 
outfit; she’s signed to star in four MGM

productions, starting with a musical re- 
make of Anna Christie. 

All this spells quite a future for a plain 
girl from a broken home in Cincinnati, 
a girl with little schooling, no dramatic 
training, no influence, no relatives in 
Hollywood, no aggressive traits and strict 
moral standards. (She reads the Bible 
regularly.) The explanation lies at least 
partially in another Hollywood truism: 
“All you need in this racket ts one good 
break.” 

Doris’ came in 1947, during her bean- 
field period. One day, walking along 
Vine Street looking for a job, she ran 
into song-writer Sammy Cahn. Warner 
Brothers, he told her, needed a singer 
for a picture called Romance on the 
High Seas. “Go out and talk to Mike 
Curtiz. He’s the director.” 

Curtiz also is Hungarian, a word syn- 
onymous in film circles with fabulous, 
colorful, loquacious and _ subjective. 
Where Doris describes their meeting suc- 
cinctly — “I auditioned for Mr. Curtiz, 
sang for him and he signed me” — 
Curtiz gives it rather more drama. 

“Comes girl,” he recalls with appro- 
priate gestures, “into my office, Warner 
Brothers, freckles on the face. Is girl 
Doris Day. With my genius | immedi- 
ately recognize at once freckle possibili- 
ties. The girl has all-American look, 
clean, wholesome, refreshment person-

ality. “Sing. She sings. The song I never 
forget. Can you forget your left arm” 
Such moments are rare, unforgettable, 
priceless, stab you in the heart. 

“The name of the song? What differ- 
ence is the name? Is the voice, the per- 
sonality. To me it is obvious. This girl 
can capture the whole world. At once 
my genius tells me she has a chance. 
Sign her. So I sign her. Myself. Personal 
contract. Not Warner Brothers. I, Curtiz. 
I take the chance. I make her the star. 

“Comes out Romance. Everywhere 
audience falls in love with Doris. Comes 
to me Jack Warner. ‘You know,’ he says. 
‘Yes, | know.” He knows, I know. Every- 
body knows we have a big star. Jack 
Warner winds up with the contract Doris 
Day. But | was one who saw the stardom 
in the freckles.” 

In the next seven years Doris became 
the leading light of Warner Brothers 
musicals. “I was the girl,” she admits, 
“who swung on the garden gate with 
Gordon MacRae.” She also joined Bob 
Hope’s radio show and developed into a 
singer whose recordings have sold 50 
million copies. 

As so frequently happens in Holly- 
wood, the more successful Doris be- 
came, the more unhappy she grew. She 
insisted upon closed sets, refused to talk 
to reporters, changed from a warm. out- 
going, friendly girl into a withdrawn 


semi-recluse. Two years ago she became 
so nervous and unapproachable that the 
Hollywood Women’s Press Club voted 
her one of the most uncooperative ac- 
tresses Of the year. 

Soon stories were hushed around town 
that she was teetering on the edge of a 
nervous breakdown ‘and was seriously 
considering retirement. It wasn’t so. 

“What happened,” Doris explains. 

is that I got so wrapped up in my career 

that I didn’t have time to enjoy life. 
[hat’s the trouble with so many people 
in this business. Too busy to have any 
fun. 

“| never relaxed when I was away 
trom the cameras. I worried about yes- 
ierday's scenes or tomorrow's scenes. If 
there was nothing wrong at the studio, 
| worried about a recording date. I be- 
came a bundle of nerves. I wasn't fit to 
liye with. 

“Luckily I came to my senses and took 
a new slant on life. I decided not to let 
he pressures of the business worry me. 
Nowadays | don’t take my work home 
vith me, and I'm happier than I’ve been 
hetore. One thing for sure, Ill never 
sorry again.” 


Analysis with Symbols 


\ psychiatrist. familiar’ with Doris’ 
time of trouble, suggests another angle. 

Doris,” he says, “fits into a definite 
pattern of girls who come out here as 
ionentities and suddenly become top- 
‘ight stars. Success brings out such a 
urls basic insecurity. It fills her with 
clf-doubt. Executives for whom she 
works suddenly become frightening ob- 
ects with the power to destroy her. 
Simultaneously she finds men, to whom 
she once was deferential, treating her 
with deference. She doesn't know how 
io act, what to think. 

Where once she had very little to 
lose in life, maybe a job with some or- 
chestra, now she ts constantly faced with 
the loss of stardom and all that goes with 
t. She begins to worry. She looks around 
lor support. Usually she marries in haste 
ind repents in tantrums. 

“Hollywood is filled with successful 
movie actresses who have everything but 
happiness.” 

Marty Melcher, whom Doris married 
n IYST, says, “Everyone in this racket 
hus his ups and downs. Doris wasn't 
happy at Warner Brothers. They were 
Killing her off unknowingly. That's what 
sas bothering her. This kid’s not ambi- 
ious. She's conscientious. Everything 
she does she wants to be great. The pic- 
tures at Warners weren't, and she had a 
long-term contract, and she seemed 
stuck. 

“Only one evening | walked up to Jack 
Warner. ‘Jack,’ I said, ‘I'm a man of 
principle, and you're a man of principle. 
Doris isn't happy at the studio. Why 
don't you let her out?’ Doris was worth 
a fortune to Warner, but because I ap- 
proached him in the right way, man to 
man, he let her go.” 


Away from Warners, Doris was of- 
fered the lead in Love Me or Leave Me 
at MGM — her first serious dramatic 
challenge. She accepted and scored a 
whopping success (although she later 
confided, “This is not the type of picture 
I want my son Terry to see me in”). 
Soon Paramount was knocking on the 
door of her house in Burbank to propose 
a suspense thriller directed by Alfred 
Hitchcock —a re-make of The Man 
Who Knew Too Much, to be shot in 
Morocco and London. 

Doris agreed, left for North Africa 
with her husband, promptly found out 
that Paramount planned to bill her as 
the “new” Doris Day. When PARADE

She was born Doris Kappelhoff in 
Cincinnati on April 3, 1924. Her 
father, William Kappelhoff, was an 
organist and piano teacher. Her 
mother was a fan of movie actress 
Doris Kenyon. The Kappelhoffs 
separated when their daughter was 
a child. 

In her teens Doris took vocal les- 
sons. Her teacher, Grace Raine, 
later got her a non-paying job on a 
local radio show.

THE FIX IS IN 


Warning all fans: Big-money gamblers 


are moving in on your favorite sports 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Five years ago this month, poker-faced 
Junius Kellogg, star of the Manhattan Col- 
lege basketball team, went to the New York 
City police and révealed he'd been offered 
a bribe to “fix” a game. 

The ensuing uproar rocked college bas- 
ketball. For almost a year, stars from col- 
leges and universities trailed into court to 
confess taking money from gamblers to 
“shave” keep down — point scores. But 
when the last witness had been heard, the 
last jail sentence passed, sports fans sighed 
in relief. They were sure that basketball 
now was clean, with the rotten apples out 
of the barrel and a stern example set for 
future players 

The fans were dead wrong. Today there 
may well be more bribed players and fixed 
games in basketball —- and football than 
there were in 1951 or ever before in sports 
history. The reason, PARADE learned after 
spending months interviewing Government 
men, players and gamblers, ts an ironic one 

In 1951 the Senate Crime Committee, 
headed by Sen. Estes Kefauver, flushed the 
big-time bookies out of horse racing. The 
$2 betters as well as 

then had nowhere 
(except occasional prizefights) to lose their

money. So the bookies moved into basket- 
ball and football (where there'd always been 
betting, but not by the Big Money Boys). 

The professional gamblers took just one 
look and knew that basketball and football 
games were ripe for something that only 
small-time operators had tried before, and 
with mixed success: the fix. 

What happened cannot easily be proved 
in court. Only an exhaustive inquiry by 
Congress or the Justice Department could 
dig out the evidence that would be needed. 
But PARADE’s off-the-record interviews pro- 
duced these findings: 


Striking Examples 


e A basketball hero, known to every fan 
for his success during college, began bet- 
ting on himself almost the day he turned 
pro, and sometimes his scoring eye has 
seemed guided by how he bet 

e A professional football player, whose 
name is virtually a legend, suddenly ac 
cumulated a pile of property, bought 
according to a tip to the FBI with bribe 
money. Said a gambler in secret testimony 
“For three or four years he was definitely, 
manipulating games.” 

© A Big Ten basketball referee, famous 
among gamblers for his willingness to ac- 


cept bribes, carries the underworld nick- 
name of “Western Union.” 

e The whistles of a half-dozen other 
referees at Madison Square Garden, in the 
Ivy League and Big Ten “have been 
bought,” underworld sources told PARADE. 
The names have been turned over to the 
FBI for investigation. 

e There are dozens of other top players, 
coaches and referees who gamble on their 
own games 

For sports fans, does this mean that all 
the basketball and football games he sees 
are fixed? No, only a relative few. But rf 
you re a fan who bets on games, those facts 
should make you realize once and for all 
that you're being played for a sucker 
Whether you bet occasionally on a favorite 
team or regularly in “pools” (in which you 
try to pick the winners of several games), 
the odds are against you on two counts: 
|) Bookies set up “point spreads” which 
make teams as equal as possible, thus reduce 
the chances of picking any great number 
of winners; 2) Gamblers may fix one of the 
games, throwing all “expert” figurine into 
a cocked hat. 

And there’s another, deeper reason for 
not gambling on sports. Even the smallest 
wager makes the one who bets part of the

ation into gambling in all sports. 


That report, written in 1952, has never 
heen made public. It's been pigeonholed, 
PARADE learned, because the committee's 
ccommendations did not jibe with the Jus- 
lice Department's views. 


Betting on sports, meanwhile, gets bigger 
and bigger. Though he denies there is any 
fixing of games, Commissioner Kenneth 
“Tug” Wilson of the Big Ten admits that 
“gambling in college and professional sports 
is very extensive.” It got started, agree Gov- 
ernment men, when Senator Kefauver's 
committee shut down Continental Press, 
which flashed information by wire to 
bookies across the country. Without that 
information, the bookies were out of busi- 
ness, and their customers — the gamblers 
— with them. 

When the bookies plunged into basket- 
ball and football, they knew they had to 
have a service like the defunct Continental 
to supply them with the correct odds on 
each game. That service now is supplied 
by a firm housed in an office building in 
downtown Minneapolis. Called Athletic 
Publications Inc. (also Gorham Press), it’s 
bossed by stocky, gray-haired Leo Hirsch- 
field. He hires top-notch handicappers who 
spend their working days studying news- 
paper reports on each team; from these 
stories — plus, it’s rumored, Hirschfield 
employes on college campuses — the handi- 
cappers in effect establish a “point spread” 
for each major basketball and football game 
played in the U.S. 

In case you don’t know, here’s how the 
point spread works. Let’s say the handi- 
Cappers rate Army three points better than 
Navy. Thus, for gambling purposes, Navy 
Starts the game with a three-point lead. If 
you bet on Army, the Cadets would have 
to win by four points for you to.collect; if 
you bet on Navy, you'd collect if the Mid- 
shipmen won, or if they lost by only one or 
two points. 

Hirschfield stoutly denies that he or his 
service has any connection with bookies 
“I don’t even play gin rummy,” he told 
PARADE. But Gorham Press’ operations are 
so extensive, say Government men, that it 
once considered setting up a credit bureau, 
like Dun & Bradstreet, to rate the credit of 
gamblers. 

Hirschfield denies that, too. But Gorham 
Press does do a large and active interstate 
telephone business in keeping its subscribers 
up to date on fast-changing point spreads.

During the football and basketball seasons 
it regularly prints its ratings and sends them 
to customers. 

What does a bookie who receives Hirsch- 
field's point spreads do with them? In most 
cities he prints a ticket with the pont 
spreads of 10 or 20 games, gives them to 
“distributors” (who get 25 per cent of your 
bet, win or lose). These tickets can be 
picked up in bars, offices, factories, in the 
street, even in schools. The better marks off 
his selections, gives one copy to the dis- 
tributor with his money, keeps another. It 
he wins, he collects later 

The payotl can be handsome. If you pick 
the winner of three out of three games, 
youll get $5 for $1; four out of four pays 
$10; five out of five, $15. If you can pick 
10 out of 10, the payoff is $200 

The bookies, though, can well afford to 
shell out an occasional $200. Items 

© A single bookmaker, operating in 
Montreal, accepted $500,000 in layoff bets 
(ones that smaller bookies didn't have 
enough money to cover) from St. Louis 
alone on the 1955 Rose Bowl game 

© A Milwaukee bookie, Sidney Brodson, 
admitted that he handled over a million 
dollars a year in sports bets. He told Gov- 
ernment men that at least a hundred others 
are doing an equal business. 

The bookie’s pool is loaded against the 
better. Among other things. the point 
spreads are designed to make the weak 
teams as strong as the best: picking win- 
ners is more chance than skill 

Most professional gamblers, of . course. 
know well that the odds tavor the bookie 
They resort, therefore, to the fix. They 
don't bribe the player to lose the game; all 
they want is assurance that‘he'll hold down 
his team’s score so the winning margin 
matches the way they bet. 


Fumbles Will Happen 


A fix can be so well camouflaged that 
no one — spectators, players or officials - 
will suspect a thing. “I refereed a couple of 
games that later turned out to have been 
fixed,” one official told PARADE, “and to tell 
you the truth, I had no idea either game had 
been rigged.” 

Obviously there are many ways of fixing 
a game. A coach can weaken his team with 
substitutions, or by his choice of plays (say 
a punt on second down). A referee can call 
a penalty that nullifies a score. 

A key player has all the opportunity in 
the world. “I remember a football game 
when a certain team was playing the 
Giants,” one gambler told parape “The

Giants kicked off and this one player 
fumbled and the Giants scored. Two plays 
later this same player goes back to pass 
und somebody stole the ball right out of his 
hands and ran for a touchdown. Who could 
prove whether he was fixing the game?” 

_Jo gamblers, though, there is one sure 
sign of a fix — a sudden drop or rise in the 
odds on one team at game-time. “Take the 
Ivy Basketball League,” another bookie 


_ told PARADE. “At 6:45, just a couple of 


hours before the game, there may be a 
couple of bluff bets on X team — the favor- 
ite — which pushes up the odds on its op- 
ponent, Y. Then bingo! About 7:30, when 
the game’s about to start, a rush of heavy 
money may come in on Y — at the high 
odds. The odds will immediately drop, of 
course, but the bookie smust pay off the 
heavy money at the high odds. As you can 
see, bookies don’t like fixed games.” 


The Clean Sport 


There's only one game that bookies and 
gamblers respect as clean — baseball. More 
money is bet on baseball than any other 
sport (in Buffalo, N.Y., for instance, it’s a 
$100,000-a-day business), but baseball 
has been 
ruled with an iron hand by so-called “czars” 
since the 1919 Black Sox scandal. Its play- 
ers and umpires are constantly watched. 
Moreover they are paid excellent salaries, 
thus are less likely to be in a position where 
bribe money might tempt them. 

Czars of other professional sports are 
also alert to the problems of bribes. In the 
National Football League, says Commis- 
sioner Bert Bell, “we don’t watch our play- 
ers, but we do have an ex-FBI man who 
keeps his ear to the ground to see what is 
going on with, gambling. We've tried to 
cure gambling by insisting that our players 
not talk to strangers about anything —- how 
they feel, how they think the game is going, 
and so on.” 

One NFL player who did talk to a 
stranger may be sorry he did. Pete Pihos, 
long-time star of the Philadelphia Eagles, 
regularly received phone calls from Jimmy 
Snyodinos — also known as Snyder —a 
Miami, Fla., gambler. Snyder is associated 
with Ray Ryan, a fabulously wealthy oil 
man who loves to bet on football. 

Apparently acting as a tipster for Ryan, 
Snyder has telephoned a famous Ivy League 
coach, an All-American football player, a 
professional football coach and several 
other coaches and players. Many of these 
calls.may have been as legitimate as two 
neighbors discussing a football game. Says 


at least in the major leagues 


Pihos: “I thought Snyder was’an oil man. 


I figured he was interested in me because 
we're both Greek.” 

But a college football coach was more 
bitter. “I guess Snyder played me for a 
sucker,” he told PARADE. “He kept calling 
me for information and I gave it to him 
because I thought he was a fan.” 

Fixing — or attempting to fix — games 
traces back, it’s agreed, to heavy betting. 
Can this ever be stopped? Both Bert Bell 
and Maurice Podoloff (head of the National 
Basketball Association) say no. “Whenever 
you have a contest,” says Podoloff, “you 
are going to have gambling. You can’t edu- 
cate the public that it’s OK to pay $2 to... 
bet on a horse race, but it’s illegal to bet on 
basketball, football and baseball.” 

There are other, thornier reasons why 
sports gambling is growing. Says a Govern- 
ment investigator: “The big gamblers oper- 
ate in a sort of legal no-man’s land. Since 
there is no Federal law against wagering, 
they place their bets by long-distance phone 
from out of state. Since this is interstate 
commerce, they're free of local authorities, 
who can't gather all the necessary evidence 
anyway. Also, many layoff bets are placed 
in Canada — mainly Montreal, Toronto 
and Windsor — thus removing the evidence 
from the country.” 


Hoodiums in High Schools 


But if sports betting can't be stopped, 
the fixing of games — and its corrupting of 
youth — must be stopped, says Washing- 
ton lawyer Downey Rice, a former aide to 
the late Sen. Charles Tobey. (Rice started 
a preliminary survey in 1953 of U.S. sports 
betting —the first and only one ever 
launched — but it was dropped after Sen. 
Tobey’s death.) The. sudden rise in sports 
betting, says Rice, and the “attendant threat 
of corruption of the college athlete has 
reached serious proportions. When these 
case-hardened syndicate hoodlums invade 
our high schools and colleges .. . it is time 
to crack down.” 

The crackdown, it’s pretty well agreed, 
must come from the Federal Government. 
In the special committee report to the Jus- 
tice Department, Bert Bell asked for a Fed- 
eral law that. would jail anyone using 
interstate facilities — phone or telegraph — 
to bribe or attempt to bribe athletes. But 
while bookies make millions each year from 
the illegal sports bets of unthinking Ameri- 
cans, while gamblers grow steadily bolder 
in their bribing of athletes, Bell's sugges- 
tion — like the committee’s report — 
gathers dust. ®
